I  beg  to  present  you  with  my  ninth  and  last  report  on  the 
health  and  sanitation  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1910.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

POPULATION. 

Estimating  the  population  on  the  number  of  occupied 
houses  and  allowing  the  moderate  figure  of  4 '5  per  house  the 
population  works  out  at  2205.  The  figures  will  be  corrected  by 
the  census  of  next  year. 

The  “natural”  increase  in  the  population,  that  is,  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was  31,  last  year 
it  was  28,  and  in  the  year  prior  to  that  it  was  18. 

BIRTHS, 

There  were  57  births  registered  during  the  year,  42  males 
and  15  females,  yielding  a  birth-rate  of  25' 82  per  1000  persons 
living  which  is  1-4  above  the  average,  Last  year  the  rate  was 
25-2  and  in  1908  it  was  27.  Of  the  births  5  were  illegitimate. 

DEATHS, 

There  were  26  deaths  registered  during  the  same  period,  16 
males  and  10  females,  yielding  a  deatli-rate  of  11' 7 7  yer  1000 
persons  living  and  4-7  below  the  average.  In  1909  and  1908  the 
rates  were  11*3  and  16-5  respectively. 
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CORRECTED  DEATH-RATE. 

The  above  mentioned  death-rate  as  estimated,  includes  the 
death  of  a  female  resident  who  died  away  from  home.  There 
must  now  be  added  the  death  of  a  male  resident  in  an  institution 
outside  the  district  which  makes  the  true  or  corrected  death- 
rate  of  12-22  per  1000. 

INFANTILE  DEATH-RATE. 

There  were  4  deaths  in  infants  under  a  year  old,  and  which 
calculated  on  the  number  of  births  (57)  during  the  year  gives  an 
infantile  mortality  of  70-1  per  1000  births  which  is  47  below  the 
previous  nine  year  average. 


AVERAGE  AGE  AT  DEATH. 


The  average  age  at  death  was  in  males  33,  in  females  57,  or 
taken  together  45  years.  In  three  cases  the  age  exceeded  80 
years. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

I.  Ordinary  or  Non-Preventible  Deaths  (21  deaths=9’5 
per  1000).  There  were  21  deaths  from  all  the  ordinary  diseases 
yielding  a  rate  of  9'5  per  1000  compared  with  22  deaths  in  1909, 
21  in  1908,  and  23  in  1907. 

Of  these  deaths  8  were  due  to  affections  of  the  chest 
(Bronchitis  4,  Pneumonia  3),  2  to  diseases  of  the  circulation, 
1  to  cancer,  and  1C  to  other  affections.

The  absence  of  death  from  consumption  of  the  lungs  is 
again  to  be  especially  noticed. 
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II.  Epidemic  or  Preventible  Diseases  (5  deaths=2-26  per 
1000').  These  affections  caused  5  deaths,  equal  therefore  to 
2-26  per  1000,  compared  with  1  death  in  the  previous  year  and 
5  in  1908. 

The  deaths  were  due  3  to  measles  and  1  each  to  whooping 
cough  and  influenza. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED. 

There  were  only  3  new  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
during  the  year,  this  being  the  lowest  in  any  year  since  1905 
(see  table).  The  average  number  during  the  last  nine  years  is 
11. 

The  cases  notified  were  as  follows  : — 

Erysipelas  in  Victoria  Terrace  in  February, 

Erysipelas  in  Northgate  in  July. 

Enteric  Fever  at  Spitalhill  in  December. 

The  record  for  the  year  is  especially  satisfactory. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

It  was  unnecessary  to  make  use  of  the  Isolation  Hospital 
during  the  year.  In  1909  there  were  8  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
and  1  of  diptheria  removed  to  hospital. 

Provided  that  home  isolation  is  possible  and  is  efficiently 
carried  out  I  am  becoming  of  the  opinion  that  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  and  diptheria  need  not  be  sent  to  hospital.  I  am  aware 
that  such  an  opinion  is  open  to  severe  criticism,  but  it  is  at  all 
events  founded  on  very  close  observations  during  many  years 
and  whilst  not  pressing  it  on  other  people  I  feel  perfectly  clear 
in  expressing  it. 

If  however  home  isolation  is  not  possible  and  conditions  for 
carrying  it  out  are  wanting  then  I  advise  removal  of  the  case 
to  where  proper  attention  can  be  given  to  it,  but  not  necessarily 
an  isolation  hospital. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  Infant  School  was  closed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
for  six  weeks,  and  the  Mixed  School  for  two  weeks,  on  account  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough,  which  were  both  prevalent  during 
January  and  February. 

SPECIAL  REPORTS. 

A  special  report  on  the  epidemic  of  measles  in  1909-10,  was 
required  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  supplied  to  them 
in  June.  This  report  was  also  presented  to  your  Council. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

A  new  bore  well  was  constructed  at  the  Market  Cross  in 
February.  The  bore  was  sunk  to  a  considerable  depth.  The 
water  was  I  understand  submitted  for  analysis,  and  certified  as 
pure  and  wholesome  for  drinking  purposes,  though  personally  I 
know  nothing  about  it,  as  I  was  not  consulted  either  as  regards 
the  site  or  boring  of  the  well,  or  the  quality  of  the  water.  For 
the  expenditure  of  so  large  a  sum  as  the  well  cost,  I  should 
certainly  have  advised  a  different  scheme,  and  one  likely  to  yield 
a  softer  and  much  more  healthful  supply  than  the  said  well,  the 
water  from  which  being  of  such  a  hard  nature  as  to  be  very 
unsatisfactory  for  either  drinking  or  domestic  purposes. 

Provided  the  proposed  new  scheme  for  the  surrounding 
districts  is  satisfactory  I  strongly  advise  that  the  Tickhill 
Council  join  it. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  public  sewers  during 
the  year,  beyond  the  short  lengths  necessary  for  the  connection 
of  the  new  properties. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

The  defective  carriers  and  outlet  pipes  at  these  works 
have  been  repaired  during  the  year,  rendering  the  distribution 
of  the  sewerage  over  the  land  more  efficient. 

The  works  are  at  present  giving  satisfaction. 
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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  ORDERS. 

Three  cowkeepers  have  been  registered  during  the  year. 
The  premises  have  been  kept  in  fairly  good  condition. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  four  registered  slaughter  houses  in  the  district. 
They  are  in  good  condition. 

WORKSHOPS. 

The  eight  workshops  in  the  town  comply  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Workshops’  Act. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  only  one  lodging  house  in  the  town.  It  is  kept  in 
clean  and  good  order. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  question  of  adopting  public  scavenging  has  been  again 
considered  but  no  decision  arrived  at  as  regards  the  Council 
undertaking  the  work.  Such  a  method  would  undoubtedly  lead 
to  cleaner  surroundings  about  houses. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS. 

I  again  strongly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
Acts  : — 

1.  The  Public  Health  Amendment  Act  1890  (Part  III). 

2.  The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890. 

3.  The  Public  Plealth  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1907  (Parts  I. 

to  IV).

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.

Dear  Sir, 

Summary  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Work  carried  out  in  the 
Tickhill  Urban  District  for  the  year  1910. 

Various  private  drainage  systems  have  been  overhauled,  trapped, 
and  ventilated  and  defects  remedied.  Registered  Slaughter  Houses 
have  been  visited,  and  Sanitary  arrangements  to  property  have  been 
inspected. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  has  been  taken  in  hand,  and  dealt 
with,  one  infectious  case  has  been  visited,  and  disinfectants  provided. 

The  following  new  drains  have  been  laid.  Private  300-yds. 
4-in.,  20-yds.  6-in.,  20-yds.  9-in.,  with  trapped  gullies,  inspection 
chambers,  fresh-air  inlets,  vent  pipes,  and  intercepting  traps;  public 
10-yds.  9-in.,  50-yds.  6-in.  Various  Sink  Wastes  have  been  trapped. 
Two  new  E.C’s.  and  ashes  pits  have  been  provided,  and  two  re¬ 
constructed  and  made  sanitary. 

Two  new  wells  have  been  sunk,  and  one  cleaned  out. 

A  new  public  bore-hole  has  been  sunk  and  tubed,  the  water  from 
which  is  being  used. 

Several  nuisances  have  been  reported,  and  the  same  abated. 

The  Sewage  Outfall  works  have  been  maintained.  The  settling 
tanks,  baffling  chamber,  and  distributors,  periodically  cleaned  out. 
The  ditches  have  been  attended  to,  and  the  irrigation  ground  trenched. 


The  mains  have  been  flushed,  gullies  cleaned  out,  and  sealed, 

etc.
